DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 

eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/24/2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 and 26-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Tan (WO 02/15255 Al) and Guldi (US 6,488,037). Tan teaches a method of ultrasonic 
cleaning parts using a cleaning solution and rinsing in DI water. Guldi teaches cleaning SiC 
materials wherein inert gas and ultrasonic energy results in turbulence to dislodge contaminants. 
The combination of Tan and Guldi do not teach, suggest or provide any rationale for purging that 
at least one opening within each of the silicon carbide materials prevents the migration of the 
aqueous solution of inorganic acid to a base material because Guldi teaches away from the 
claimed invention.
